U T what has been more notorious 
than French depredations on neutral,

Paftoret alfo adverts to a letter from 
Merlin, then Minifter of Juftice, and now 
a member of the Executive Direftory, to 
M r. Skipwith, Conful-General oi the Unit­ 
ed States, which alfo appeared in the Jour­ 
nal o f the Dire&ory ; 
and quotes the iol- 
lowing paflage : 
“ Let your government 
break the inconceivable treaty which it 
concluded on the 19th November. 1794» 
with our mpft implacable enemies ; and im­ 
mediately the French Republic will ceafe 
to apply in its own favour the regulations 
in that treaty, which favour England to 
the injury o f France ; and I warrant you, 
that we ihall not fee an appeal to thofe re­ 
gulations in any tribunal, to fu.pport unjust 
p r e t e n s i o n s u Have I (fays Paftoret) 
read this rightly ? 
Unjust Pretensions ! 
Could it be poflible that they ihould thus 
have been chara&erifed by the Miuifter, 
who is himfelf their agent and defender ?" 


A fte r all, this 
li inconceivable Britiih 
Treaty, wras itfelf but a pretext to coun­ 
tenance the u unjuil pretentions," as M er­ 
lin himfelf calls them, ufed by the trench 
government in its tribunals, tor the purpole 
of condemning American veiTels. 
ih e 
details I have already given, prove it. 
I 
beg leave to adduce other evidence. 
It ig 
the teftimony of M r. Barlow, an American 
by birth, but for feveral years paft a citizen 
of France, a man of acknowledged difcern- 
ment, and talents, devoted to the French 
Republic, and intimate with her leading 
men. 
M r. Barlow has long refided at Pa­ 
ris, and cannot have miilaken the views oi 
the French government, nor the motives 
of its conduct. 
M r. Barlow’s letter dated 
at Paris the firft of March, 1798, to Jus 
brother-in-law M r. Baldwin, has doomed 
the writer to infamy ; yet when it defcribes 
the principles and conduct of the French 
Republic, it merits attention. 
He iays, 
u that a<£t of fubmiffion to the Britiih go­ 
vernment, commonly called J a t ’s treaty, 
is ufually considered, both by its friends and 
enemies, as the foie caufe, or at icaft the 
great caufe of the prefent hoftile difpoiition 
of the French Republic towards the United 
States.

Btjt without waiting for this decree, the 
comm Kb oners o f the Fr^nr h government 
at St. Domingo began their piracies on 
the commerce o f the United States ; and 
in february, 1797, wrote to the Moulter 
of Marine (and the extra# of the letter 
appeared in the official journal of the E xe­ 
cutive 
Directory 
of the 
5tfi of June) 
“ I hat having found no rcfourc e in finance, 
and knowing the unfriendly dilpolition of 
t m Americans, and to avoid ptrifliing in 
diftreis, they had armed for cruifing ; and 
that already 87 crullers were at lea ; and 
that for three months preceding, the admi- 
niftration had fubliftcd, aud individuals been 
enriched, with the product of thofe prizes/* 
— ‘ I hat the decree of the id of July was 
nor known by them until five mouths after­ 
wards. 
Rut (fay they) the {hocking con­ 
duct of the Americans, 
and the indirect 
knowledge of the intention of our govern­ 
ment, made it our duty to order reprifals, 
even before we had received the official 
i.otice of the decree/* 
4* T hey felicitate themfclves that Am e­ 
rican velfels were daily taken ; and declare 
tuat they had learnt, by divers perfous from 
the continent, {hat, the Americans were 
p.-rh J ions, corrupt, the friend* of England, 
aud that therefore their vefleL no longer 
entered the trench ports, unlet* carried in 
by force." 
After this recital, before the Council of 
500, Paftoret makes the following rcmaik- 
able reflr#ioni : 
44 Oil reading this letter, we (hould think 
that we Ind been dreaming ; that we had 
been tranfportcd into a lavage country, 
where men Dill ignorant of the empire of 
morals and of laws, commit crimts without 
lb<rme and without remorse, and applaud 
tbemfelves for their robberies, as rauiire 
F.mil l us or Cato would have prs’fed them­ 
selves for an eminent fervice rendered to 
their country.

Y et Santhonax,

thole Directorial agents,continued in cilice, 
and going a few months afterwards trom 
Saint Domingo to France, was received as 
a member into one of the Legillativc Coun­ 
cils. 
Paftoret alfin adverts to a letter from 
Merlin, then Miniller of Judice, and now 
a member of the Executive D ire fu ly , to 
M r. Skipwith, Conful-Gcneral a1 the U nit­ 
ed States, which alfo appeared in the Jour­ 
nal of the Directory ; 
and quotes the tol- 
lowing paflage : 
44 Let your government 
break the inconceivable treaty which it 
concluded on the 19th November. 1794 * 
with our aloft implacable enemies ; and im­ 
mediately the French Republic will ccaic 
to apply in its own favour the regulations 
in that treaty, which favour England to 
the injury of France ; 
and I warrant you, 
that we (hall not fee an appeal to thole re­ 
gulations in any tribunal, to lupport unjust 
pretensions/* 
44 Have I (fays Paftoret) 
read this rightly ? 
Unjust Pretensions I 
Could it be poflible that they Ihould thus 
have been chara#erifed by the Miuifter, 
who is himfclf their agent and defender ?" 
A fter all, this 
44 inconceivable Britiih 
Treaty, was itfelf but a pretext to coun­ 
tenance the 44 unjuft pretenfions," as M er­ 
lin hintfelf calls them, ufed by the French 
government in its tribunals, for the p u rp le 
of condemning American velTels. 
Abc 
details I have already given, prove it. 
I 
beg leave to adduce other evidence. 
It is 
the teftimony of M r. Barlow, an American 
by birth, but for feveral years paft a citizen 
cif France, a man o f acknowledged difcern- 
nient, and talents, devoted to the French 
Republic, and intimate with her leading 
men. 
Mr. Barlow has long redded at Pa­ 
ris, and cannot have miftaken the views oi 
the French government, nor the motives 
of its contin#. 
M r. Barlow’s letter dated 
at Paris the firft o f March, 1798, to his 
brother-in-law M r. Baldwin, has doomed 
the writer to infamy ; yet when it dcfcribes 
the principles and condu# o f the French 
Republic, it m en u attention. 
He lays, 
44 that a# of fubmilTion to the Briiilh go­ 
vernment, commonly called *Ja r *s treaty, 
is ufually confidcred, beth by its friends and 
enemies, as the Tole caufe, or at leal! the 
great caufe of the prefent hoftilc difpolition 
of the French Republic towards the United 
States. 
This opinion (fays he) is errone­ 
ous/’ He then proceeds to an enumeration 
of a variety o f matters, which he fays have 
influenced the condu# of France. 
But the 
iroft provoking, and the moll unpardonable 
c f all the offences of the United States 
again!! France, 
was, fortunately, not an 
41# of the government, but aa act of the 
people. 
The freemen of the United States, 
44 the true Americans," dared to excrete 
their independent rights, and contrary to 
the wifhes of the French government, and 
the endeavours and practices of its Miuifter 
Adet, clefted Mr. A d a m 's to the Office 
of President. 
M r. Barlow’* obfervations 
on this event, further develope the charac­ 
ter and the principles of that government. 
Ile fays, when the election of M r. A d a m s 
was announced here, it produced the order 
of tile ad o f March,* which was meant to 
be little Ihort o f a declaration of war 
— " 'File government here was determined 
to feece you of your property, to a fuffi-

Hence the inflating drmnnds of 
tribute, as a preliminary even to their re­ 
ception ; and hence the cxpulfion o f two

I have airt ady (hewn, that the mafs o f 
depredations on the commerce of tne U nit­ 
ed States, under the French flag, o f which 
we Co juftly complain, arc not thgfo com­ 
mitted (as the Dirr#ory in their preamble 
infmuate) by 44 foreigners 
and pirates," 
hut by I rcncli armed veflels, com mi limned 
l y the government or its agents ; or, whe­ 
ther commilfioned or not, 
whole a fb in

fan#ion of French Confuls, o f French T r i­ 
bunals, and of the Special Agent* oT the 
DireAory. 
I have Ihewn, that the laws ot 
France aud the Dirc#orial Decrees, are 
themfclves the fiuurces of thofe violations 
ct treaties and the law of nations, which 
have cauftd fuck iujmenfc lofies to the citi­ 
zens of the United States. 
And to the 
proofs already offered, that the information 
cl inch aggrelfions and abufcs, particularly 
in the Weft.-Indics, mid on the coal! wf 
America, was not, as the preamble; fugged!*, 
hut 44 recently received," I xnav add, that 
their 44 fpecial agents authorifed thole de­ 
predations and violations of the law of n a ­ 
tions, by uccrees a Au ming the laws of the 
Republic, or the ads of the Executive Di- 
rc#ory, for their bails——by decrees punted 
and publifhed, and undoubtedly from time 
to time reported by thofe agents to the Di- 
re#ory itlell. 
Further, thele outrages oil 
the American commerce have for years paft 
been the theme of every tongue, and filled 
columns in our acwfpapcrs : thofe news­ 
papers which Barlow fays, 44 the office c f 
Foreign Affairs (at Paris) regularly re­ 
ceives.’’ 
I will conclude this point, with 
the teftimony of M r .Letombe, Ute Conful- 
General of the French Republic, aud ii iii 
reading in 
Philadelphia. 
He has long 
lim e, aud repeatedly allured me, that he 
collected all thole accounts of depredations 
and outrages committed by French priva­ 
teers, and tranfmittcd them to bu govern­ 
ment at Paris. 
Im relation to the depredations and out­ 
rages committed by the French, on the 
commerce o f the United States, I have fa kl 
that as great, ii not as numerous abuics, 
were pra^tifed by the French i * Europe, 
and even iii France itfelf, as in her remote 
poflYffions ; and that this fa# was hut too 
well known to our citizens, who had felt 
fcverely their rfl'e#*. 
Anion* theft*, we 
have fecn the cafe of the Hup Hare, Capt. 
Haylcy ; but never in all its difgufting fe a ­ 
tures. 
W ith this J will dole my obferva­ 
tions on the preamble of the direiftorial de­ 
cree of the 31ft July. 
Extract oi a letter trom Rufus King, Efq; 
M iniller of the United States in London, 
dated September 3, 1798, to the Secretary 
of State of the United States. 
44 The pretence of this arrete [the De­ 
cree oi the Directory of July 31ft] is o f a 
piece with the vindication o f Talleyrand, 
reipedting X .
